today, howled across the Missis- 
sippi Valley and bore down on 
the Northeast.

an hour. Up to 8 inches of snow 
was blown into 4-and 5-foot 
drifts, stalling hundreds of mo- 
torists across the state.

ther by highway or by air. Most 
scheduled airline flights in and 
out of the stat ended by late aft- 
ernoon Monday.
